sets in. 

Every cloud particle has consumed a polyhed- 
ron of vapor in its formation; and it is manifest 
that thesize ofthe particle must depend, not 
only on the size of the vapor polyhedron, but 
also on the relation of the density of the vapor 
to that of its liquid, If the vapor were light and 
the liquid heavy, other things being equal, the 
cloud particle would be smaller than ifthe vapor 
were heavy and the liquid licht. 

‘The case of tolvol may be taken as represent: 
ative of a great number of others. The specific 
gravity~of this liquid is 085; water being 10, 
the specitic gravity of its vapor is „that of 
aqueous vapor being 06. Now, asthe size of 
the cloud particicis direct proportional to the 
specitig gravity of the vapor, and inversely pro- 
portional to the specie gravity of the liquid, 
an essy calculation proves that assuming the 
size of the vapor polyhedra in both cases to be 
the same, the sive ot the particle of tuluol cloud 
must be more than six times that ofthe particle 
of aqueous cloud. “Aqueous vapor is without par- 


allel in these particulars—it is not only the light. 


est of allevapors, bat algo the lightest of all gass- 
es, except hydrogen snd ammonia. To this 
circumstance the soft and tender beauty of the 
clouds of an atinosphere is mainly to be ascribed. 
The sphericity uf the cloud particles may be 
inigrred from their deportment under the lumi- 
nous beams, The light which they shed when 
spherical is continuous, but clouds may also be 
precipitated in solidtiakes, and then the incessant 
sparkling of the cloud shows that its particles are 
plates, and not spheres. Some portions of the 
same cloud may be composd of spherical parti- 
cles lers luke the difference being at once 
manifested through the calmness of one portion 
ofthe cloud und the uneasiness of the other.— 
Seieutifie American. 70

The great and crying evil of our day, in what 
we sometimes think, is erroncously termed 
civilized society, is the sin of prostitution.

If, therefore, prostitullon be, as most christian 
sects aver, the great and crying sin of the age, 
it can not be de: that the Mormons, in over- 
coming that tGpendous evil, have, in a moral 
point of view, wrought the greatest achieve- 
ment of the age; and it affords us a calm and 
sabstantiaf satisfaction to be able to chronicle 
the that prostitution is almost unknown 
among the Mormons at Salt Lake city, as it is, 
so far as we know, in any Mormon church or 
community, Are we not, therefore, justificd in 
saying to other reputed christian sects: “ Go 
do as much, and bring forth the good fruits of 
your labors, that the children of Inen may sce 
them, bless you, and glorify your Father who 
art in heaven and on the earth?" 

There is unquestionably nny and op- 
pression—a circumscribing of personal frecdom, 
the inatienatic birthright of every human sdul, 
in the Mormon church, as we know there must 
necessarily be in any ud every similar theo- 
cratic or ecclesiastical organization, which we 
very much deplore; and no one will hall the 
day or hour mord than we when the gladsome 
echocs of universal equality in all the relations 
of life, shail reverberate through the'defiles and 
from the lofty peaks of the Rocky Mountains; 
yet ip being able to suppress an evil, which all 
christ ian communities have more or less to de- 
plore, the Mormons at Salt Lake are justly 
entut cd tu take precedence in rank among the 
numerous sects of the professed followers of 
Christ. And with this established result in 
their code of morals, if they would extend the 
same Fights, socially, religiously and politically, 
to the female portion of their members that 
they do to the males, we should hail Mormonism 
as a moral cvangelizer. But the indulgence of 
one sex in any right, privilege or immunity, to 
the exclusion of the other, is contfary to the 
genius of America, established zu batural right 
and enunciated in the Declaration of American 
Independence, and inculcated in the Constitu- 
tion of the Unite] States; upon the authority 
Öf which we declare that u woman has just as 
much right to a plurality of husbands as inen 
have to a plurality of wives; for it is an incon- 
trovertible truth, that all men and women are 
born alike"iree and cqual, and are by their 
Creater endowed with certain inalienable rights; 
and that amongst these are life, M and the 
pratt of huppines. Yet we do not expect 
professed christian. churches or communities to 
accept, practically, such simple primitive truth ; 
itis too carly in the morning of the millenium 
for that. It is a brighter truth than many 
human souls can yet look at. 

Butthankful that the day of umversal ireedoam 
and equality is dawning, and that. the night of 
superstition aud oppression is even so rapidly 
passing away, we will rejoice over what is al- 
ready accomplished ; sceing that it will at least 
be so great a help to the generations that are to 
live after us, in establishing thfoughout the 
world universal love, freedom ana equality.

S. S. Jones--Dear Sir: I bave just been 
conversing with a gentleman, who lost bis right 
arm by the premature discharge of a cannon 
while firin; salute recently.

the pain naturally caused by the wound; felt 
his fingers cramped and stiffened: and after- 
wards, as if they were recovering, felt them 
loosening and moving, passing through the va- 
ous sensations which it :s natural to suppose a 
person would feel whose arm had been badly 
torn, and not being taken off, was getting well. 
“If the spirits controlling your medium lll ex- 
plain, I should be glad to have them do so. 
Yours respectfally, READER. 

A. It was a psychological influence upon the 
brain by virtue of a natural law. There is noth- 
ing mysterious about it. In his mind he could 
conceive of the symptoms and feelings that 
would naturally attend such conditions. The 
thought being strongly riveted upon the brain 
it might seem really true to him. The same ef- 
fect could be produced, under psychological con- 
ditions, from the loss of one of your feet or a 
limb, When you use the one limb, making use 
ofthe crutch for the other, you would feel the 
foot when it struck the pavement, by the same 
psychological influence. Some are more subject 
wo buch feelings than others, from the fact that 
they possess stronger sympathetic natures. Ma- 
ny feel not only the injuries received by tbem- 
selves, but many times the injuries received by 
others as keenly as though they were inflicted 
upon themselves.

Letter from Etta Keiser, P 
. Having noticed a brief paragraph in your pa. 
per, stating that you were pleased to -sce your 
cotemporaries, the Banner of L ut. & c, had open- 
ed their columns in defense of mediums, I wish 
to write, not altogether to defend à medium and 
a gentleman by.the name of William Ferris, 
agaist any former misallegations,but to inſurm 
the readers of ‘your estimable paper, that the 
Spiritualists and friends o! progression failed to 
discover him td be an impostor or juggler, 

Mr. Ferris came here to this city an entire 
stranger to all, ba ve obr, Whom Be had seen once 
before at Columbus, Wisconsin, Ile beh! both 
public and private schnee -in ali of which 
he was severely tested by the greatest skeptics, 
and by those who were sccking to know the 
truth, One night be was tied with a bed-comh 
each hand and foot separately, and wheat was 
placed in his bands, After the lights were ex- 
tinguished, the musical instruments commenc- 
ed to be played upon, and were wafted around 
the room, the guitarsliding from lap to lap, then 
touching Ihe Hoor, then the ceiling over head, 

‘Mis coat was taken off while his hands were 
still tied, and fall of wheat; he was also untied 
and untied with the wheat ir his hands, One 
evening after being securely tied, the wheat 
was left upon the table, and after questions had 
beep answered, and remarks made through the 
trumpet which was brought very pear several in- 
dividuals in the room, there was music upon tbe 
guitar and with bells; bands ‘about us large as a 
childs six years ol ute, felt by an invalid lady 
on her limbs; trumpet bells and guitar, were 
carried about the room touching several differ- 
ent people. When the lights were produced, 
and on examination, not a kernel of the wheat 
was upon the table or floor, but was found with- 
in the bands of the medium, and le was still 
tied, and in the same manner us when the lights 
were extinguisbed, At some of his seancesbe 
has described the spirits of departed friends 
and relatives; would tell the cause of their deut il 
aud where they died, aiso what they wished to 
say to their Irjeuds, and sometimes, the joitials 
ot their names,

Dear Buoruzu:—Let me state that on the 
evenings of the Hth, 25th and 20th of April, 
my wife and self visited the “Round Horse: 
io Linn county, Kamas, and witttessed the mani. 
festations usually given there, through Nr“ 
Tippy us medium, which consists of “ Reports, 
or Explosions” 9s_Ivud sa saull-cannoa, to 
wake up tue hearers, which is immediately 
followed by talking, and lecturing through a 
trumpet for two or three hours, and closca with 
harmonious music, made by tenor, and a bass 
drum (which are stationary), two accordeons, a 
harp,a lamborine and the two trumpets ór horns, 
which all Moat through the air touching difer- 
ent parts of the ceiling and room at the sme 
lime; with sometimes a Wag blest on the horn 
(all other inst: uments stopping then), lasting at 
least five times as long us a person could bold 
his breath.” 

Persons ate visitiog the “ Round IIouse“ for 
miles around, so much s, that some have to go 
two or three times before they cap get iu, Mr. 
John Morrison, three miles north east of Lin- 
vile, built tue house near his own, at his own 
expense. -und accommodates and frequently 
boards the visitors without any charge. Those 
that are acquuinted with the parties, don’t sus- 
picion any fraud or trickery, and those who 
investigate and scrutinize every thing, having 
free necess at any lime, can't detect any thing 
wrong. I could not, and bone ever have.

He congratolates you that you are in 
the right path towards the attainment, in the 
contemplated organization of the National Pro- 
tective Indian Association. This asseciation as 
well as the action of te Friends, will contribute 
largely to the formation of a proper public sen- 
timent Their influence through the West will 
be good where there is so much of the spirit of 
extermination, They will present the ideas of 
a proper and just sentiment among the people. 

I would say further that the spirit of progress

Tho mathematician can ex- 
plain the nature of the movements of those glit- 
tering orbs in the firmament, can follow a comet 
in its eccentric orbit far beyond the ken of mort-
